He advised that, not only as an 
aid to arithmetic but as a valuable J 


j hoip to the parents, simple hut ade­ 
quate systems 
of 
farm accounting 
should he taught, market reports ex­ 
plained to the children, 
and 
the 
I method by which the farm produce I 
reaches the world markets used as I 
lessons in geography, and wherever j 
possible, methods 
of 
testing and 
weighing milk should he explained. 
A summary of a report 
of 
the 
field study undertaken by Mr. Lind- 
jholm and his associates showed that 
I tho school conditions on the average 
I compared very favorably with other 
states; that 
the 
school buildings. 
I their equipment and sanitary 
a r ­ 
rangements were in most places good 
■and in many places exceptionally so. 
| He said: 
“ A few places have been found 
where local indifference and neglect 
have allowed the buildings to fall 
jinto a dilapidated condition, and lit­ 
tle or no attention to he paid to the 
efficiency of the teaching. One of 
the principal reasons for the very 
high percentage of good school build­ 
ings and generous equipment was 
found to he the close inspection that 
the state department has, in the last 
few years, made of sanitation and 
heating plants . It 
was frequently 
found, however, that although an 
adequate 
heating 
and 
ventilating 
plant was installed in the building, 
the fresh air inlet was closed, due to 
neglect of the teacher or janitor to 
open in the morning before the be­ 
ginning of the school. It was also 
found that although sittings of var­ 
ious sizes were provided in the class 
room. small children were just as 
apt to he found occupying the high 
benches and large children the low 
benches. This lack 
of 
adjustment 
must he ascribed to lack of proper 
supervision by the county 
superin­ 
tendent or his omission to notice 
these points 
at 
his visits to the 
schools.’’ 
As a means 
of 
making 
these 
schools meet the needs of their com­ 
munities better, adequate 
instruc­ 
tion in farming and dairying is rec­ 
ommended. the subjects of instruc­ 
tion must he improved, as well as the 
standards of the 
teaching 
force, 
stricter attention should he paid to 
the fundamentals of reading, writing 
and arithmetic, and 
each teacher 
should he comiietent to make an ex­ 
amination of the health of the chil­ 
dren to detect the symptoms of con­ 
tagious diseases, should examine the 
condition of the teeth, and by weekly 
inspection force cleanliness of teeth 
and mouth. 
The staff found many discrepan­ 
cies in the reports made by school 
district officers, 
especially 
clerks. 
Discrepancies in balances were com­ 
mon. In the examination of these re­ 
ports, however, 
no 
attempt 
was 
made to impute 
dishonesty to the 
clerks or treasurers having the care 
of the school funds, hut this confu­ 
sion and discrepancy of accounts a p ­ 
peared to be due mostly to ignorance. 
In analyzing these financial state­ 
ments it was also found that it was 
impossible to arrive at Hie correct 
per capita cost of i n s t r u c t s I of' the 
children due to the fact that expendi­ 
tures for new- buildings were inex­ 
tricably included in the items of cur­ 
rent expenses. To remedy this condi­ 
tion, new forms and methods of ac­ 
counting have been submitte I to th;* 
state superintendent, as have forms 
J to he used by the district clerks and 
j county superintendents in furnishing 
data about school ages and attend­ 
ance. These will also he submitted 
to the state superintendent and to 
the United States commissioner of 
education for his approval with the 
stated purpose of making the Wis­ 
consin reports a model and standard 
for other stares.

VALUE OF FORESTS PROVED 


In Addition to Conserving Rainfall, 
They Are of Other Alda to 
Agriculture. 


While the rainfall of any region Is 
dependent on dynamic influences in 
the atmosphere, and can be affected 
only in a very slight degree, if at all, 
by the extent of that region covered 
by forests, It has certainly been shown 
that woods and forests conserve rain­ 
fall. 
The briefest consideration indi­ 
cates the likelihood that this must be 
so, because vegetation and the ground 
covered with vegetation absorb water 
and allow it to percolate slowly to the 
lower levels, whereas on bare ground 
the rainwater runs quickly away to 
sea. 
But trees serve another purpose 
In aid of agriculture; because, as some 
recent experiments show, they act as 
windbreaks and shelters to growing 
crops. The distance to which the pro­ 
tective influence of trees extends Is 
estimated 
at 
twenty 
times 
their 
height, though 
complete protection, 
such as might be afforded to growing 
wheat in a gale, extends only to a dis­ 
tance eight times the height of the 
trees. 
Partial protection is 
about 
twelve to fourteen times the height. 
They also check evaporation of rain­ 
fall, 
their influence extending 
five 
times their height to windward and 
eighteen times to leeward, and pre­ 
serve as much as 70 per cent, of mois- 
i fur© ordinarily lost. 
Finally, their 
Influence heats both air and soil, in­ 
creasin g the diurnal range of tem per­ 
ature by as much 
ab nine degrees 
Fahrenheit.
